In 1905 the convictioits for 
drHnkenness in-' England' - arid 
Wales totalled 207.171; in- 1910

to 135,811 in 1915; 84.191 in 1916; 
46.410 in 1917 and 2i9,075 in 191S. 
The number f)f public-houses has 
also decreased from 10j34l in 
1895 to 84,644 in 1918.

High priced land, and it is high 
priced these days, demands 100 
per cent upkeep and the maxi- 
mt*Mi dividend • profit. Tired, 
worn and. run down land has 
come to be a liability rather<thi6i< 
an asset. We can not longw af^- 
ford to keep this kind of laqd. 

That tired or worn out landican 
1>c rebuilt is not a theory. It is 
a fact proven by thousands of. 
cases irV every state in the Union.- 
J liere is bnt one way in which 
soil can be rebuilt and that wa.y 
is through fertiftzation. Fertili^ 
zation means returning to the soil 
what has been taken from iti by 
constant cropping, wrong rotar 
tion and abuse. 

Manure provides the best reme- 
dy. Its benefits are well known 
to every tiller of the soil. Where 
it fails is in the scarcity of it. 
The next best things will be found 
in' that kindi of ^ mineral fertilizer 
not compatibleiwutli each partiqu- 
lar territory, which, naturally is 
(letcrinined by ascertaining what 
liie underlaying base consists of.

tive condititin for the tKird" or 
fourth crop as it was. in- its virgin 
state. 

The third crop of corn or tobac- 
co without litned fertilizer or 
manure, will fall olT one third. 
With limed fertilizer it will equal 
the first crop.
